Also 
the high school tuition has been advanced which we shall not 
receive until December, 1902, and some other necessary bills 
have been paid, and all bills justly due have been paid as far 
as possible up to the fifteenth of February, 1902. There are 
some bills not presented in season for payment which will be 
passed on as liabilities; consequently it makes a reduction in 
the balance in favor of the town.
